SUBJECT: C1G Disaster Plan 
I ■ The Problem 

The Executive for Personnel and Administration recommend e that a 
Disaster Plan be prepared, which would anticipate tho type of disasters or 
emergencies that might occur, provide for the ordinary control of fire or 
other emergencies, end for the protection of CIO personnel, intelligence 
information, and property. He pointed out that preparing the necessary 
implementing plans, and procedures for their execution, would he tho respon- 
sibility of the Executive for P & A; but that, in his opinion the policy 
directive covering the plan should be prepared by the Security Branch of CCD. 
This office concurs.

Order, which will include the following features: 


n. The announcement of the broad policies to govern the C1G 
Disaster Flan.

b. The assignment of overall responsibilities/offices of CIG. 


The assignment of responsibilities for preparing the 
implementing plans and operating procedures. 


3. This draft should be drawn primarily from the point of view of 
safeguarding classified information. Policies pertaining to tlie protection 
of property and life are considered administrative, rather than security 
matters .
